The Quebec New Democratic Party con- 
stitutional conventibn, despite the expec- 
tations of some, did not turn out to be the 
last hurr^ of a dying political movement. - 
Neither was it the display of ideological 
solidarity that some members of the party 
wanteds ■ . ' ' 

Instead tire upcoming federal convention 
fit the party was Melted off with what 
amounted to a debate between the five con- 
tenders for the leadership. Furthermore, 
there were almost as many divergent views 
on the future orientation of the Quebec party 
and on the right of Quebec to self-deteimi- 
nation as there were delegates, .^ -i 

The bhportance of this convention to thé 
federal party was cleariy demonstrated by 
the number of Icey leaders from across 
Canada ^o showed up at the convention. 
Aside from the leadership candidates - Da- 
vid Lewis, Ed Broadbcnt, Jim Lazer, John 
Harney, and Franic Howard - some of the 
"wise men" were present as observera, 
among them Allah. Blakeney, the. Saskat- 
chewan party leader, and • Syd Green, Ma- 
nitoba's Minister of Mines.

Claude Ryan, editor of Le Devoir, whom 
party members refer to as "the Pope," 
was there in person to hear the speedies 
ôf the leadership candidates. He was quite 
evidently oveijoyed at "the new sphrit that 
seems to be developing in this pàrty for 
the first time iti maii]^ years;* referring to 
the stand talcoi by l^pàrty on self-deter- 
mination forQuebeci^^l!;,.^ : 

Age and ethnic split 

Especially when they were dealing with 
the resolutions on Quebec, the deleeates 
were split along age and ethnic lines. The 
high proportion of youth delegates, 28 out 
of 114, gave them a powerful, voice in the 
formulation of party policies. ■'| }fi aiiftiife!>t i i, 
^ Hie keynote speaker the fimWî^f!of Uie 
convention (Friday) was Robert: Cliche, 
former leader of the NDP in Quebec. He 
called for a party open to supportera of the 
Parti Québécois, asserthig that the only 
thing differentiating the NDP and the PQ 
is the issue of "souverainté," and that 
they both have the same "enemies." 

"Many PQ supportera voted for us hi '68 
even thougli th^ did not believe in the suc- 
cess of special status," he asserted, "and 



,many Francophone NDP members voted 
Péquiste." 
Cliche . declared that the federal party 
..should "recognize the right of the Québé-. 
cois to manifest their will in'a democratic 
mamier." but maintained thai the NDP , 
should concern itself with "the daily life: 
of the people" rather than with speculation. 
He noted that both those who predicted 
Quebec hidependence by July, 1967, and 
those who dismissed the PQ as a "group- 
uscule" had been wrong. ' 

"Serious political error" 

Cliche also disparaged the decision of 
the Quebec party to run candidates in the 
last provhicial elections as a "serious 
îfpbliUcal error," much to the discomfort 
of outgoing leader Roland Morin. The con- 
sensus ^of the nujority of the delegates 
was«,tliatvttaej,NDP^ùebec not, run candi- 
date'iiî'prôviiKial'âectlonsTand alew even 
wanted thé party to limit its activities, in- 
cluding statements of policy, to the federal 
scene, - — ■ 

However, a group of older, English- 
' speaking membera made a last-diteh ef- 
fort to Uock the passage of abstention 



from provhicial electtons, on the grounds, 
that non^eparatist 'sociaUsts would have 
no one to vote for. One of them, Norman 
Allén, ' attacked union leader EniUe .Boih' 
dreaii for saying that the NDP should InciE 
IhePQjiig 

• "We don't need people here who support 
another party," he declared. "Those at 
this convention who support another party 
should leave. It is impossible to be an NDP 
federalist and a PQ separatist at the same, 
thne." 

Another group of delegates opposed the 
idea of a party open to PQ supporters for 
a completdy different reason. Said one of 
them, "Hie NDP is a socialist party; the- 
PQisnot." 

PQ - "bourgeois" — 
At the entrance to the convention hall 
in the basement of l'Eglise St. Jacques, 
. representatives of la Ligué Socialiste Ou- 
virere, a • left-wing independentiste çrga- 
nizatlon, were dbtributhig' pamphlets op- 
posbig the withdrawal of the NDP from the 
provincial scene for the same reason. They 
denounced the PQ as 'â bourgeob . party

Radical lawyer Robert Lemieux 
told a wildly oithusiastic audience 
of CEGEP students Friday that 
the letter which they were behig 
forced to sign by the Administra- 
tion of the CEGEP du Vieux-Mont-' 
réal was illegal. " 

He described it as a disgusting 
violation of the rights of the citi- 
zen as given^jbArtide One, 
Paragraphs D 'and'E of the Cana- 
dian Bill of Rights." 

Among the guarantees in that 
section are those of freedom of 
association and the pu^uit of 
Uberty. 

The letter circulated by the 
Administration Thuraday enjoined' 
.students , not . to "participate in ■ 
any'activity,which:wDuld be pre- 
judicial to the good conduct of 
classes or - vtfaidi would ' bring 
discredit to the college."

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Law threaiMs strike

The law faculty b entering a period, of crisis, which has its 
roots In the adoption last September of a revised credit system. 
This change has had serious repercussions on the whole law cur- 
riculum, particularly on the long-standing faculty policy regarding 
supplemental exams. ' - , \ 

There is talk of a strike among the student^body 'as a.residt of 
this new .system «4iich incorporates the requirement of an< overall 
gradeipoint^ayeiageiirith^tbe stipulation that each course must be 
p&ed forthe^^uilent toadvance. 

Also the new credit system raises the total ambunt of courses 
and hours necessary for graduation. 

Hits however is not the only grievance the law students have. 

According to Jean-Pierre Belislet the president of the Law 
Undergraduates' Society, "the curroit reassessment procedure is 
penalizing the student through its complicated policy of jfrfeading 
and. averaging the students' grades several Umes'to detSroKethe/ 
finalmaric." 

Another law studoit called this procedure, which includes an 
oral examination, a "flop". 

To 'complicate the issue further, the faculty has generally 
-taken an intransigent position on the issue of supplemental exams. 

At the moment the law faculty considers it a privilege rather 
than a right, to take a supplemental. This archaic attitude was per- 
haps acceptable «4ien a student could fail his year if his cumulative 
average was bdow 60%, in vrtilch case he was required to retake the 
whole set of exams. 

Under the new system, however, a student can fall a course 
and double up on his coune load the following year in order to 
fulfill his credit requirement. This much more flexible system seems 
to çiy,j^a;t!^raarati«f ^ policy on siipfttemental exanu.

LONDON (CUP) r '^ More 
than 40 homotexuab attended 
the first geneial meeting of the 
UWO;HonMphlle Association, 
better linown as the Gay Lib- 
eration l^nlon, last week. 

Association chairman Wayne 
Thompson, a third-year Sociol- 
ogy student at the Unhrersity of 
Western Ontario, said that as 
far as he knows the UWO 
group is the third Gay Lib 
Assdciathin ' oii^ a Canadian, 
unhrersity campus. 

Gay Liberation was organiz- 
ed at the UnWersHy of Toronto 
Jn 19G9 and another group was 
started at Yorii University this 
year. 

"We feel homosexuals are 
people and should bo entitled 
to:- all the rights that hetero- 



sexual people have," Thomp- 
son told the meeting. 

"I'm really gratifled at the 
support... what we need to do 
is support each other. We 
need support from within as 
well as from outside." 

Thompson said that at 
present the whole situation of 
homosexuals^' b vastly dbtort- 
ed and mbrepresented. 

* "There have been many 
suidde attempts in London in 
the past several months by 
people who are homosexual 
and don't know what to do . 
about it," Thompson said. 

The group plans to estabilsh 
a counselling service for peo- 
ple who are unsure of their 
sexual orientation.

Prison suicide rate high 



OTTAWA (CUP) - CbnSUohs 
in maximum security prisons 
run by the Federal Govemmoit 
drive men to tiy and idll them- 
selves at a rate 50 times higher 
than suicides in other parts of 
Canadian society. 

Figures disclosed by tlie Fede- 
ral Government this week show 
that there have been 23 suicides 
and 80 attempted suicides in pri- 
sons reported to the Federal 
Government in a l&raonth pe^ 
riod ending Sept. 1, 1969. 

All but two of the suicides toolc 
place in six maximum security 
prisons, where most of the at- 
tempted suicides also took place. > 
Hie six prisons hold about 

for the^restiof - Canadian sodety 
is 10.9 for every 100,000 per- 
sons in the country. The rate in 
prisons ta about 500 suicides

The LaPierre-Morin clash took place 
after LaPierre objected to Morin's "mean- 
ingless" amendments supporting the ri^t 
of Canada's native peoples to self-deter- 
mination.

Other resolutions adopted dealt with the 
rô>eal of the government's new Young Of- 
fenders Act, the provision of day care, 
birth control and abortion, and community 
services, the acceptance in principle of 
univeisal free legal counsel and the re- 
placement of the government's white paper 
on taxation with the . recommendation of 
the Carter Commission! 

A working paper on land speculation, 
housing, and municipal and regional gov- 
ernment was also passed. It favoura mu- 
nicipalization of lirbati land, compensation 
to the present owners, on the grounds that 
ai^ principles of town-plannbig and quality 
of life are made further impossible by the 
present situation of land speculation. 



Uptight security emerges^ at bookstore

The McGiil Univosity Book 
Store recently instituted a new 
policy which has led to several 
complahits bom students. , 
.. Tbe latest hicident which hap- 
pened Friday leaves no doubt 
that it is time the book store re- 
defuied its attitude towards: its 
customers. 

Two students were browsing 
through the basement of the store 
when they were stopped by a 
supervisor fAo asked them for 
their ID cards. - 

One of them was also asked to 
open a bag which she was cany-- , 
tag. . 

No stolen books having been 
discovered, the two students 
were allowed to proceed on their 
way, but were tailed fay/a store*' 
detective. ^'fciiM' 

When they emerged onto the 
~roahi floor, they were stopped . 



once again, this time by an em- 
ployee who often mans Uie knick- 
knack counter. For a second 
time, they were asked to pro- 
duce their IDs. 

The detective observUig them 
chose this moment to reveal 
his identity and asked the coun- 
ter clerk if there was anythhig 

wrong. 

He was assured that the girls 
were bona Gde McGiU students 
and that hb offices would not 
bè required. 

Seemingly -unsatisfied with 
this answer, the detective stopped 
the ghis while they were onlheir 
way out and demanded that they 
produce their IDs for a third, 
time. 

He was told curtly to "fuck 
ofL" At this expletive, which 
he obviously did not consider 
"fuddle duddle," be. demanded, 
their names and addresses; re- 



ceiving a rehisal.'he allegedly 
said, "Never mhid, I'll get it." 

He did not explain why he want- 
ed the addresses or how he 
would get them. Hie natural 
presumption is that the Regis- 
trar's office obliges hi such 
'(ases. 

George Ramsay, manager of 
the book store, refused to dis- 
cuss the matter vrtien contacted 
by The Dally. 

' He also warned The Daily 
not to interview the staff mem- 
bers hivoIved.'Thus, it was im- 
possible . to confirm what seem 
to be hitimidatory tactics on the 
part of the store detective. 

Ramsay suggested that a 
complamt be registered with the 
unhrersity's Director of Business 
Operations, Charies Noel. 

"The matter .is..^even higher 
than that," he declared. "This 
is ^somethtag for tl^e Vice-Prin- 
cipal." - 



The Daily was unable to find out 
when complahits about the book- 
shop began haidng to go through 
so much bureaucratic red-tape. 

Noel, when contacted,- seemed 
to be equally surprised at the 
procedure. "I do not know what 
■Mr. Ramsay expects of me," he 
said. 

After' checMng with - the book 
store, .however, he informed The 
Daily' that the people involved 
admitted "that they had been 
wrong." 

He attributed the affair to 
"over-zealousness" on the part 
• of the bookstore, pointing out that 
the store suffers losses from shop- 
lifting. 

"Part of the blame is mine," 
he confessed. The Busmess Ope- 
ratkins Director is one the peo- 
ple who reconunended some time 
ago that the book store tighten 
its security. 



As a result, signs went up ap- 
proximately a forbiight ago, 
wanUng students that the staff 
mi^t at any . time ask them to 
produce ID çards. . 

Yet there is a vast difference 
between security and harrassr 
ment. This affair smacks sus- 
pictously of the Jatter, especially 
since the].storegd^ecthreiappa- 
lently tHéd''tilbrowlîeit|the two

In view of the 'manager's re- 
luctance to handle complahits, 
it seems that studoits will have 
to find some other means of

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Thé truth about Malcolm X

Yesterday was the annivenaiy^ôf Malcolm X's birth. 
. I learned about Malcoim X's assassination bade in 1965 
when I was in Pakistan. Ihe press agency, Reuters, carried 
the news in a short dispatch which said, in essence, that 
the man who had preached violence all his life had become 
a victim of his own philosophy, It was this image of Mal- 
colm as a man of Oerce traits, out to destroy and annihilate, 
full of hatred for everything that the white man stands for, 
that was widely prevalent in America duringiUSjUfetime. 
Since the publication and wide dissemination^^fiSJAafe-'' 
biography, the old imagevbas^beenidisàinlralj^^isTho 
longer regarded as a framed antiHistablishmèntaiiah: The 
new Malcolm is a man of sincere ideals, of deep hiiman 
concern, whose only mission in life was to inform the white 
conscience of the historical faijustlces rendered to the blaclc' 
man in the American Society. Malcolm's views, his indict- 
ment of white Americans, are not considered as totally.un- 
founded. He mi^t have exaggerated his claims, but he cer- 
ainly had a basb, an element of truth, in all his assertions. 
Without paying attention to the extremities of his utterances, 
it is possible to incorporate his ideas and ideals into the 
mainstream of American life. Thus Malcolm's thoughts can 
be used for the reform of the status quo, without endanger- 
ing its existence. 

Let me bacic my claims by citing two editorials from 
The New Vorlc Times> On February 22, 1965, the day after 
Malcohn's a5sas sination.>the:.New^Yorit.Timc8.nished.int o 

''\ h Me v eAhat there will ultimately be a 
clasKlbetween'tKe oppressed and those that 
. do the oppressing. I believe that there will 
be a clash between those that want freedom, 
justice and equality for everyone, and those 
that want to continue the systems of exploi- 
tation. I believe that there will bejhat 
kind of clash, but I don't think that it will be 
baséd -on the color of the skin as Elijah 
Muhammad has taught it." - - 



print with an editorial whose malice and bias it would be 
hard to match. The editorial called Malcolm "a case his- 
toty," a twisted man who turned VmaqjTi^tnie, gifts to evil 
purpose," had a "ruthless and bnatiâljbdfêfjin violence," 
saw the world hi distorted fashion, and^ynakiUed tqr some- 
one who came out of the "darlmess that he had spawned." 

Months later on November 5, the same paper prhited 
a review of the Autobiography. The critic, a member of 
the newspaper's staff, had the following to say : : 

"There is a ... view of Malcolm X - one that is bi- 
creasingly prevalent among civil rights advocates — that 
with his death American Negroes lost their mostable, ar- 
ticulate and compdling spokesman." The reviewer, Fre- 
mont Smith, also mentioned Malcolm's "active role hi the 
. securing of Negro rights within, not apart from, American 
society." 

The only thing wrong with such an understanding of 
Malcolm is that it is inaccurate. It is inaccurate because 
it hides an important aspect of his thought, because it ne- 
glects a grovrihg political consciousness that tended to 



analyse the radial problem in the U.S.- hi socic^economic 
terms. This emerging tendency in Malcolm, neglected hi 
the U.S. establishment drcles, was his international social- 
ist perspective. Malcolm's open proclamation of socialist 
ideals during the later days of his life, can be shown easily 
from his speeches. 

. ' First of alli the question of revolution. Evea before 
Malrabn broke, away froni Elijah's Black Muslim Organi- 
satk)n,'he had (expressed a conviction^ that no solution for 
the oppression and subji^tion of black peoples in this coun- 
try could be found short of social revolution. Indeed, social 
revolution was. Tor Malcolm, the quintessence of black 
nationalism. In an address'to the Northern Negro Leader- 
ship Conference held ht Detroit in November 1963, he put 
the matter succhictly: "If you're afraid of black nationalism, 
you're âïràld of revolution. And if you love revolution, 
you love black nationalism." 

.When Malcolm spcdœ of revolution, he knew' what he 

.meant:-, ■.. ' . 

. "ThelwUte^man Imows.wbat a' ievoluU^ 

' that l6FblàWîiv61utibri'']s' "iror^^ 

ture. The black revolution is sweepbg Asia, is sweephig

But what kmd of revolution was Malcohn calling for? 

Replying to a question at the Militant Labour Forum, 
Malcohn stated: ^ 

"All of the countries that are emerging today from under 
the shackles of colonialism are tumuig toward socialism. 
I don't thhik it's an accident. Most of the countries that 
were colonial powers' were capitalist countries, and the 
last bulwark ofcapitalism today is the United States." , 

To a meethtg of his followers at Harlem's Aubudon , 
Ballroom he exphdned : 

"Almost eveiyon'e of the countries that has gotten in- 
dependence has devised some kind of socialist system, and 
this is no accident. This is another reason why I say that 
you and I hereb ^erica... before (we) start tryhig to be 
incorporated, or hitegrated, or^disintegrated, into this cap- 
italistic ^tôn, should look ovierjtbcare and fhid out what 
; areJUié pràple ,\>riio hayejgottiei^^ freedom adopUng to 
p'roidde^Jbemsdva i^ housmg, and better educa- 

tion and belter food and better clothing. 

"You can't operate a capitalistic system unless you're 
vulturistic, you have to have someone eke's blood to suck 
to be a capitalist... So, when we look at the African con- 
tment, when we look at the trouble that is gobig on between 
East .and, West, we find that the nations hi Africa arede- 
.vdoi^ng socialist systems to solve their problems." ^ ^ _ 
I'BehbidvMalcoIm'sicohuiUtraent'^toiSocialis his 
important tôùrbttbelliIiddlfrEâstcm'and tUë^MSn'oouh- 
tries. The experièiice^f his travels broadened his political 
perspective, caushi^' tim to view the Afro-American lib- 
eration in a strikhigly different light than had been the case 
prior to the rift with the Black Muslims. Besides hnpell- 
ing bun to stufy, and to' adopt the goals of socialism, the 
African tour imparted to Makohn a conception of the global 
character of moKlem imperialism. 





difl^^DeSefry and Malcolm X at Militant Labor Forum In New York. Deberry. chairman of the meeting, was 
the'SbclalIètWorkbrii Party's Presidential candidate In 1964. 



"European nations in the past have kept the nations hi 
Latin Amôica and in Africa and hi Asia from becomhig 
industrial powers. They keep the machhiery and the ability 
to produce and manufacture limited to Europe and limited 
to America. Then this puts America and Europe hi a posi- 
tion to control the economy of all other nations and keep 
then living at a k)w standard." 

An analysis of thb sort seemed to necessitate a eon- 
cept of revolutionary sociaUsm predicated upon action 
of all the wretched of the earth to destroy the same global 
powers that exploit them all. 

"I believe that there will ultimately be a clash between 
the oppressed and those that do the oppresshig. I bdieve 
that there will be a clash between those who want freedom, 
justice and equaUty for everyone, and those who want to 
continue the systems of exploitation. I believe that there 
wil) be that khid of clash, but I don't thhik it will be based 
upon the coloiir of the sUn, as Elijah Muhammad has taught 
it." 

This concept of the global rebellion convmced Mal- 
colm that the only realisUc approach for the Afro-Ame- 
rican libenitian movement to.adopt was to stand united 
with the anti-imperialist movements hi Africa, Asia and 
Lathi Amoica'^^ihice^e^Blacks hi the U.S. came^to.the rea-' 
lization Jhit'^tnq^wiBre*ictual]y part of the revôliitiainàry 
majority, and not an isolated mhiority, he concluded 
the struggle for freedom could be johied with renewed 
intensity and with confidence of ultimate victory;
